Rouaix, whose title of Minister of 
}Fomento places him in charge of the 
departments of Public Works, Com- 
merce, Manufacture and Agriculture, 
has urged Carranza to legalize his rec- 
ommendations by issuing a decree 
embodying the proposition for the reg- 
ulation of petroleum production. 
IF ROUAIX PREVAILS. 


Tf Rouaix prevails, the following im- 
portant measures will be put into 


force: 

All petroleum-bearing lands will be 
nationalized amd all lands believed to 
be capable of yielding petroleum will

Rouaix does not recommend can- 
celling the concessions held by the 
Mexican Petroleum Company and al- 
lied or subsidiary companies con- 
trolled by the Doheny interests, who 
are Lord Cowdray’s chief rivals in oil 
production in Mexico.

ADVICES AT NEW YORK.

NEW YORK, Feb. 9.—Advices re- 
ceived here today assert that the Ger- 
man warship Roon, alleged to be the 
captor of the Appam, has been cap- 
tured by the British armored cruiser 
Drake after a three-hour fight 200 
miles east northeast of Bermuda, ac- 
cording to a story printed by the New 
York Evening Globe. 
The capture of the Roon is said by 
the Globe to have been followed by 
the seizure of two merchantmen fiy- 
ing the German flag, one of which 
was armed.

Another Scientist Evolves a Way 
to Unite Severed Nerves and Re- 
viving the Action of Nerveless 
Limbs, and Still Another Surgeon 
Makes Stiff Joints Pliabie.

BERLIN (via London) Feb. 10, 
12:10 a.m.—At the convention of the 
German Orthopedic Society, which is 
in session here, many inventions of 
methods of repairing the wastes of 
war have been exhibited or demon- 
strated. Dr. Ferdinand Saverbruch, 
professor of surgery at Zurich Univer- 
sity, showed the delegates an artificial 
hand which was able to grasp objects 
of all forms and to lift weights up to 
200 pounds. A novel feature of the 
hand is that the fingers are controlled 
by muscular action in the upper arm, 
which is prepared for such work by 
two operations. The muscular power 
afterward is transmitted to the hand 
through a system of wires and pul- 
leys, to which all the fingers respond. 

Dr. Karl Ludloff, professor of sur- 
gery at Breslau University, described 
a method of uniting severed nerves 
and reviving the muscular action of 
nerveless limbs. Dr. Ludloff pointed 
out that the natural tendency of sev- 
ered ends of nerves to reunite is hin- 
dered by the fact that the cicatrized 
new flesh between them is impervious 
to growing nerve fibers. 

Prof. Ludloff said he restores the 
connection by a piece of an artery of 
an ox filled with gelatine, through 
which nerves readily grow, even bridg- 
ing gaps of several inches. After sev- 
eral weeks crippled limbs regain their 


motor activity. The professor said 
cases already had been 
treated successfully where permanent 
otherwise would have fol- 
lowed.
